NEW YORK (AP) — Trading 
on the Nasdaq stock ex¬ 
change halted for three 
hours Thursday, renewing 
concerns about the pitfalls 
of computer-driven trad¬ 
ing.

The outage disrupted what 
had otherwise been a 
quiet summer day on Wall 
Street, and sent brokers 
and traders scurrying to fig¬ 
ure out what went wrong. 
It was the latest in a grow¬ 
ing list of snafus to hit finan¬ 
cial markets, though hardly 
as stunning as the recent 
“flash crash” that set off 
a sudden stock-market 
plunge in May 2010. 

“The market has gotten 
quite complex and need¬ 
lessly so,” said Sal Arnuk, 
co-founder of the broker¬ 
age Themis Trading. 

The Nasdaq, a stock ex¬ 
change dominated by the 
biggest names in technol¬ 
ogy, sent out an alert short¬ 
ly after 12 p.m. EDT (1600 
GMT), saying it was stop¬ 
ping trading because of 
problems with its system for 
disseminating prices. The 
Nasdaq composite index 
spent much of the after¬ 
noon stuck at 3,631.17. 
Trading resumed at 3:25 
p.m. EDT. Thirty-five minutes 
later, trading ended for 
the day with the index up 
38 points, or 1 percent, at 
3,638.71.

Pushing agenda, Obama targets college cost

BUFFALO, N.Y. - Deploring 
the rising costs of a col¬ 
lege education, President 
Barack Obama vowed 
Thursday to try to shame 
universities into holding 
their prices down and to 
eventually use federal stu¬ 
dent aid as leverage in 
that effort. Speaking at the 
University at Buffalo, where 
tuition and fees now to¬ 
tal about $8,000 per year 
for New York residents, 
Obama said the middle 
class and those struggling 


to rise out of persistent fi¬ 
nancial struggles were be¬ 
ing unfairly priced out of 
the higher education mar¬ 
ket. “Colleges are not go¬ 
ing to just be able to keep 
on increasing tuition year 
after year and passing it on 
to students,” Obama told 
an enthusiastic audience 
of about 7,200 students 
and others in the universi¬ 
ty’s auditorium. “We can’t 
price the middle class and 
everybody working to get 
into the middle class out of 
college.” 

The president said rising 
prices at colleges were 


partly driven by the distri¬ 
bution of $150 billion in fed¬ 
eral assistance to students. 
He said that colleges that 
allowed tuition to soar 
should be penalized by 
getting less aid for their stu¬ 
dents, while colleges that 
held down costs should get 
more of the money. 

He announced plans to 
create a federal rating sys¬ 
tem that would allow par¬ 
ents and students to easily 
compare colleges. And he 
said he would urge Con¬ 
gress to pass legislation to 
link the student aid to the 
rating system. 


“It is time to stop subsidiz¬ 
ing schools that are not 
producing good results,” 
Obama said to a roar of 
applause from the students 
in the audience. 

The president offered his 
college affordability pro¬ 
posals at the beginning of 
a two-day bus tour through 
upstate New York and 
Pennsylvania. It is part of 
a campaign to highlight 
proposals that his admin¬ 
istration says will help the 
middle class economically.

Speaking to reporters on Air 
Force One, Arne Duncan, 
the education secretary, 
said the president’s plan 
aimed to change incen¬ 
tives for colleges that were 
not doing enough to try to 
hold down the cost of a 
four-year education. 

“We want to see good ac¬ 
tors be rewarded. We want 
to see them get more re¬ 
sources,” Duncan said. 
“And when we're not see¬ 
ing that kind of commit¬ 
ment, we want to chal¬ 


lenge that status quo.” 

That challenge is certain 
to anger some college of¬ 
ficials, who argue that their 
costs are affected by state 
funding decisions, the ris¬ 
ing cost of health care and 
other factors outside their 
control. 

Duncan said the adminis¬ 
tration planned to move 
slowly as it created the rat¬ 
ings system, in part to listen 
to the concerns of univer¬ 
sity administrators. 

Obama predicted that the 
reaction to some of his pro¬ 
posals would be negative, 
saying that “these reforms 


won’t be popular with ev¬ 
erybody, especially those 
who are making out fine in 
the current system.” 

He acknowledged that the 
decision to link aid to his 
rating system would require 
congressional approval. 
Initial reaction to the plan 
in Congress tended to fall 
along party lines. Rep. John 
Kline, R-Minn„ the chair¬ 
man of the House Commit¬ 
tee on Education and the 
Workforce, said in a state¬ 
ment that he was skeptical 
of Obama’s proposed rat¬ 
ing system. 

“I remain concerned that 


imposing an arbitrary col¬ 
lege ranking system could 
curtail the very innovation 
we hope to encourage - 
and even lead to federal 
price controls,” Kline said. 
“As always, the devil is in 
the details.” 

Sen. Marco Rubio, R-Fla., 
said: “I'm strongly opposed 
to his plan to impose new 
federal standards on higher 
education institutions. This is 
a slippery slope, and one 
that ends with the private 
sector inevitably giving up 
more of its freedom to in¬ 
novate and take risks. □

New York City Council votes for police watchdog

NEW YORK (AP) — New 

York’s City Council voted 
Thursday to create an out¬ 
side watchdog for the na¬ 
tion's biggest police de¬ 
partment and make it easi¬ 
er for people to file profiling 
claims against it. 

The vote overrode Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg's ve¬ 
toes and prompted him to 
say the city’s safety is being 
jeopardized. 

Proponents see the legisla¬ 
tion as a check on the New 
York Police Department, 
which has come under 
scrutiny for its heavy use of 
a tactic known as stop and 
frisk and its extensive sur¬ 
veillance of Muslims, which 
was revealed in stories by 


The Associated Press. 
Bloomberg said the new 
oversight will make it “hard¬ 
er for our police officers to 
protect New Yorkers and 
continue to drive down 
crime.” “Make no mistake: 
The communities that will 
feel the most negative 
impacts of these bills will 
be minority communities 
across our city, which have 
been the greatest benefi¬ 
ciaries of New York City’s 
historic crime reductions,” 
he said in a statement. 

A federal judge recently 
ruled the NYPD discriminat¬ 
ed against minorities with its 
stop and frisk program and 
ordered a monitor to over¬ 
see changes. 

The measures mark the 
most aggressive legislative 


effort in years to put new 
checks on the NYPD. And 
the vote comes less than 
two weeks after U.S. District 
Court Judge Shira Scheind- 
lin’s order for a monitor to 
focus on stop and frisk, a 
practice she said the de¬ 
partment had used in a 
way that violated the rights 
of hundreds of thousands 
of black and Hispanic men. 
The city is appealing. 

Civil rights groups and 
minority advocates had 
pushed for the legislation. 
Supporters say the new 
laws, coupled with the 
judge’s ruling, will end prac¬ 
tices they see as unfair and 
would mold a more trusted, 
effective police force. 
Benjamin Jealous, the 
head of National Associa¬ 


tion for the Advancement 
of Colored People, one of 
the country's most promi¬ 
nent civil rights organiza¬ 
tions, suggested that police 
elsewhere look to the NYPD 
as an example. 

“What happens in New 
York city has consequenc¬ 
es for the nation,” Jealous 
said. Bloomberg and police 
Commissioner Raymond 
Kelly say that between 
the council measures and 
the court ruling, a police 
force that has fought crime 
down to record lows will 
be tangled up in second- 
guessing and lawsuits. 

“We think both pieces 
of legislation are un¬ 
wise and will undermine 
public safety,” Kelly said 
Wednesday.^ 



US pressed to 
react to violence 
in Syria, Egypt

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. is poised to suspend 
another major weapons 
shipment to Egypt amid 
deep divisions within the 
Obama administration 
over whether to cut off 
aid to the military-backed 
government. 

The debate mirrors similar 
disagreements over in¬ 
tervening in Syria, where 
there are new reports that 
chemical weapons have 
been used by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Factions within the adminis¬ 
tration line up largely along 
two fronts: those who want 
the U.S. to take more de¬ 
cisive action to counter 
widespread violence in 
both Egypt and Syria, and 
senior military and some 
diplomatic leaders who 
are arguing for modera¬ 
tion. 

The lack of a unified posi¬ 
tion — both within the ad¬ 
ministration and in Con¬ 
gress I — is giving Obama 
time and space for his cau¬ 
tious approach. 

But it also poses a moral 
question: How far should 
the U.S. go to stop violence 
against civilians when its 
actions could drag Ameri¬ 
ca into the war in Syria or 
damage U.S. relations with 
Egypt — and undermine 
the Egypt-lsrael peace ac¬ 
cord. 

The next military weapons 
shipments for Egypt are 
scheduled for next month 
— including 10 Apache 
helicopters at a cost of 
about $500 million. Also 
scheduled for delivery are 
a number of M1A1 tank 
kits, including machine 
guns and other equipment 
used with the tanks, as well 
as some used missiles. 

The missiles, which have 
been moved and handled, 
but not yet fired, could be 
used for spare parts by the 
Egyptian military or they 
could be refurbished and 
fired. 

According to senior U.S. 
officials, however, the ad¬ 
ministration is expected 
to delay the delivery of 
Apache helicopters.

US soldier Bales sorry for Afghan massacre, ‘cowardice’

— The U.S. soldier who 
massacred 16 Afghan civil¬ 
ians apologized Thursday 
for his “act of cowardice” 
as he made his case at his 
sentencing hearing for why 
he should someday have a 
chance af freedom. 

Sfaff Sgf. Robert Bales he 
said he was angry and 
afraid when he wenf on a 
solo nighffime mission and 
slaughtered villagers, most¬ 
ly women and children, on 
March 11,2012 in their huts. 
The massacre prompted 
such angry protests that 
the U.S. temporarily halted 
combat operations, and 
it was three weeks before 
Army investigators could 
reach the crime scene. 
Bales did not recount spe¬ 
cifics but described the at¬ 
tack as “an act of coward¬ 
ice, behind a mask of fear, 
bullshit and bravado.” 

“I’m truly, truly sorry to those 
people whose families got 
taken away,” he said. “If 
I could bring their family 


members back, I would in 
a heartbeat." 

Bales, 40, pleaded guilty in 
June in a deal to avoid the 
death penalty for the at¬ 


tacks. A military jury will de¬ 
termine if his life sentence 
should offer a chance of 
parole. 


If he is sentenced to life 
with the possibility of pa¬ 
role, Bales would be eligi¬ 
ble in 20 years, but there's 
no guarantee he would re¬ 


ceive it. He will receive life 
with parole unless at least 
five of the six jurors say oth¬ 
erwise. 


Bales, a father of two, said 
he was mad at himself for 
being angry all the time, 
drinking too much and hid¬ 
ing his problems. 

He was nervous when he 
took the stand as the fi¬ 
nal witness in the hearing 
at which his lawyers have 
tried paint a sympathetic 
picture of the soldier to 
contrast his own admissions 
and the testimony of angry 
Afghan villagers about the 
horror he wrought. 

As Bales testified, his wife 
cried in the front row of fhe 
courtroom. Bales himself 
briefly became emotional, 
especially choking up as 
he apologized to his fellow 
soldiers. 

“I love the Army, I’ve stood 
next to some really good 
guys, some real heroes," 
he said. “I can’t say I’m 
sorry to those guys enough. 
“Nothing makes it right,” 
he added. “So many times 
before I’ve asked myself. I 
don’t know why. Sorry just 
isn't good enough. I’m sor¬ 
ry.” 

Bales said he hoped his 
words Thursday would be 


translated for the villagers, 
none of whom was in the 
courtroom. 

“I can’t comprehend their 
loss. I think about it every 
time I look at my kids,” 
Bales said. 

The defense followed two 
days of testimony from 
nine Afghans, who spoke 
of their lives since the at¬ 
tacks. 

Haji Mohammad Wazir, lost 
11 family members, includ¬ 
ing his mother, wife and 
six of his seven children, 
told the six-member jury 
Wednesday that the at¬ 
tacks destroyed what had 
been a happy life. He was 
in another village with his 
youngest son, now 5-year- 
old Habib Shah, during the 
attack. 

Bales was serving his fourth 
combat deployment 
when he left the outpost 
at Camp Belambay in the 
pre-dawn darkness. 

He first attacked one vil¬ 
lage, returning to Belam¬ 
bay only when he realized 
he was low on ammunition, 
said prosecutor Lt. Col. Jay

Bradley Manning 
said Thursday that he was 
female and wanted to be 
known as Chelsea. 

In a statement read on 
the “Today" show dur¬ 
ing an appearance by his 
defense lawyer, David E. 
Coombs, Manning said 
he had felt that he was 
female since childhood, 
a fact that was discussed 
during his court-martial. 

“As I transition into this next 
phase of my life, I want ev¬ 
eryone to know the real 
me," the statement said. 
“I am Chelsea Manning. 
I am a female. Given the 
way that I feel, and have 
felt since childhood, I want 
to begin hormone therapy 
as soon as possible. I hope 
that you will support me in 
this transition.” 


The statement went on to 
request that Manning's 
supporters “refer to me by 
my new name and use the 


feminine pronoun (except 
in official mail to the con¬ 
finement facility).” It was 
signed, “Chelsea Man¬ 


ning. 

Coombs said Manning had 
waited to speak publicly 
about his gender identity 


until after sentencing. 
Manning’s decision to live 
as a woman raises ques¬ 
tions of how the Army pris-

When asked whether Man¬ 
ning’s ultimate goal was to 
be housed in prison with 
women, instead of men, 
Coombs said, “No, I think 
the ultimate goal is to be 
comfortable in her skin and 
to be the person that she’s 
never had an opportunity

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hosted its first two-day sum¬ 
mit Thursday bringing to¬ 
gether retailers, suppliers 
and government officials 
that it hopes will build on 
its recent commitment to 
drive more manufacturing 
in the U.S. 

The event, which attracted 
representatives from 500 
manufacturers, eight gov¬ 
ernors, U.S. Commerce 
Secretary Penny Pritzker 
and officials from three 
dozen states, is occur¬ 
ring seven months after 
the Bentonville, Arkansas- 
based discounter pledged 
that it planned to buy $50 
billion more U. S. made 
goods over the next de¬ 
cade. That's the equiva¬ 
lent of just more than 10 
percent of what Wal-Mart 
will sell at retail this year. 

But Wal-Mart has said that 
if other merchants do the 
same, that would mean 
an additional $500 billion 
in American-made goods 
over the next decade. 

The lineup for Thursday 
was impressive, and the 


campaign could serve to 
boost Wal-Mart's image, 
constantly under attack by 
labor-backed groups who 
have criticized the retail 
behemoth as a destroyer 
of U.S. jobs, not a creator. 
Wal-Mart’s CEO Mike Duke, 
Bill Simon, the company’s 
U.S division CEO and other 
executives, joined other 
business leaders including 
Jeff Immelt, chairman and 
CEO of General Electric 
Corp., and Kevin Toomey, 
president and CEO of the 
Kayser-Roth Corp. 

The goal of the summit is to 
start “connecting the dots” 
with a dialogue among 
manufacturers, retailers 
and state officials about 
where opportunities are to 
bring more manufacturing 
to the United States, Simon 
said. 

“It could be difficult for 
one at a time, all of us on 
our own,” Simon said. “The 
best way to overcome 
the challenges is to talk to 
one another.”Rising wages 
have erased some of the 
competitive advantages 
China had in manufactur¬ 
ing, Simon said.Some ex¬ 
perts are pointing out that 
Wal-Mart led the migra¬ 
tion of manufacturing jobs 
overseas in search of the 
cheapest labor, veering 
away from the principles of 
its late founder Sam Wal¬ 
ton, who espoused buying 
American-made goods. 
“It’s a very positive PR 
move for the company,” 
said Burt Flickinger III, presi¬ 
dent of retail consultancy 
Strategic Resource Group. 
“But it took two decades 
to unwind the American 
manufacturing base and 
it will take two decades 
to bring it back.” He says 
what will be brought back 
will only be a fraction of 
business sent overseas. 

This is not the first time that 
Wal-Mart has pledged a 
made-in America cam¬ 
paign. □

American unemployment aid 
applications adjust to 336,000

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

number of Americans ap¬ 
plying for unemployment 
benefits rose last week after 
reaching the lowest level in 
5 V 2 years. But the broader 
trend suggests companies 
are laying off fewer workers 
and could step up hiring in 
the months ahead. 

The Labor Department said 
Thursday that applications 
for first-time benefits rose 
13,000 to a seasonally ad¬ 
justed 336,000 in the week 
ending Aug. 17. That’s up 
from 323,000 in the previ¬ 
ous week, which was the 
lowest since Jan. 2008. 

The four-week average, 
which smooths week to 
week fluctuations, fell by 
2,250 to 330,500. That’s the 
sixth straight decline and 


the lowest for the average 
since November 2007. 

At the depths of the reces¬ 
sion in March 2009, appli¬ 
cations numbered 670,000. 
Applications for unemploy¬ 
ment benefits generally re¬ 
flect layoffs. The four-week 
average has fallen 5 per¬ 
cent in the past month. 
The drop suggests employ¬ 
ers added 200,000 or more 
jobs in August, an improve¬ 
ment from the 162,000 
added in July. 

The unemployment rate 
fell to a 4'/2-year low of 7.4 
percent last month, down 
from 7.6 percent in June. 
That’s still well above the 5 
percent to 6 percent range 
associated with a normal 
economy.

The investment amounts 
to the largest single pro¬ 
duction expansion in the 
brand’s long history. It will 
add stills and barrel ware¬ 
houses at the Jack Daniel’s 
operations in Lynchburg, 
Tennessee, the brand's 
Louisville-based parent 
company, Brown-Forman 
Corp., said Thursday. 

A second production build¬ 
ing will go up on the same 
grounds as the current dis¬ 
tillery site, which traces its 
roots back to a year after 
the Civil War ended. 


Expansion work will begin 
this fall and is expected to 
wrap up within two years. 
Company officials didn’t 
specify how many stills and 
warehouses where the 
whiskey agers will be add¬ 
ed. The distillery is bumping 
up against capacity pres¬ 
sures that will be relieved 
by the second production 
facility. 

“It’s a good time in the 
whiskey industry, and our 
future prospects look re¬ 
ally good,” said Jeff Arnett, 
master distiller at the dis¬ 
tillery. “We don't want to 
find ourselves without any 
additional throttle, if we 
need it. This will basically 
secure that we’ve got the

Polio outbreaks seen on two continents

The global effort to eradi¬ 
cate polio, a disease that 
has been on the brink of 
extinction for years, is fac¬ 
ing serious setbacks on two 
continents. The virus is surg¬ 
ing in Somalia and the Horn 
of Africa, which had been 
largely free of cases for sev¬ 
eral years. And a new out¬ 
break has begun in a part 
of Pakistan that a warlord 
declared off-limits to vacci¬ 
nators 14 months ago. 

The African outbreak be¬ 
gan in May with two cas¬ 


es of polio paralysis: one 
in Mogadishu, Somalia’s 
capital, and another in 
the huge Dadaab refu¬ 
gee camp in Kenya, where 
thousands of Somalis have 
fled fighting between Is¬ 
lamic militants, clan militias, 
government troops and Af¬ 
rican peacekeepers. 

Now there are 121 cases in 
the region; last year, there 
were only 232 in the world. 
The new Pakistan outbreak 
is in North Waziristan, near 
the frontier with Afghani¬ 
stan. It is in an area where 
a warlord banned polio 


vaccinations after it was 
disclosed that the CIA had 
staged a hepatitis vacci¬ 
nation campaign in its hunt 
for Osama bin Laden. The 
warlord, Hafiz Gul Bahadur, 
banned all efforts until U.S. 
drone strikes ended. 
Although only three North 
Waziristan children have 
suffered polio paralysis 
since then, even one case 
shows that the virus is in the 
area and could spread. 
The new outbreaks may 
delay a recently an¬ 
nounced $5.5 billion plan 
to eradicate polio by 2018.

has launched a criminal

said Thursday. The revela¬ 
tion by lawyer Jonathan 
Laidlaw came at London’s 
High Court, where lawyers 
for David Miranda — the 
partner of Guardian jour¬ 
nalist Glenn Greenwald 
— unsuccessfully sued to 
stop police from combing 
through digital material 
seized from him Sunday at 
Heathrow Airport. It was 
the British government’s 
first mention of a crimi¬ 
nal investigation linked to 
the seized material, which 
included a laptop, cell¬ 
phone, DVDs and memory 
sticks. Greenwald has been 
at the center of the Guard¬ 
ian’s disclosures about the 
National Security Agency, 
which have pulled back 
the curtain on the Ameri¬ 
can government's secret 
domestic espionage pro¬ 
gram. Miranda, a 28-year- 
old Brazilian student, was 
detained for nearly nine 
hours as he flew through 
the London airport after 
meeting in Germany with 
a journalist working with 
Greenwald. Laidlaw said 
British police had already 
begun scanning through 
Miranda's tens of thou¬ 
sands of pages of docu¬ 
ments, which he described 
as “highly sensitive.” 

“The disclosure of (the ma¬ 
terial) would be gravely 
injurious to public safety 
and thus the police have 
now initiated a criminal 
investigation,” Laidlaw 
said. “There is an abso¬ 
lutely compelling reason 
to permit this investigation 
to continue." The exact 
target of the investigation 
was not clear. The Guard¬ 
ian said it was unaware of 
any criminal investigation 
and had yet to hear from

dicated a contraction in 
French output during the 
month - the results were 
the second recent set of 
hopeful signals. Lasf week, 
official data showed that 
Europe had broken out of 
recession in fhe second 
quarter of the year, helped 
by a rebound in household 
spending in Germany and 
France. 

The data “provide further 
evidence that the cur¬ 
rency union continued to 
expand in the third quarter, 
albeit at a pretty modest 
pace,” Jonathan Loynes, 
an economist in London 
with Capital Economics, 
wrote in a research note. 
“On past form, the index is 
now consistent with quar¬ 
terly growth in eurozone 
GDP of about 0.2 percent,” 
equivalent to an annual¬ 
ized gross domestic prod¬ 
uct rate of about 0.8 per¬ 
cent, he wrote.

“It looks as if new growth 
hopes for the rest of the 
eurozone are stimulating 
German confidence," he 
wrote in a note to clients, 
“which in turn could lead to 
higher German economic 
growth and could eventu¬ 
ally become growth-sup¬ 
portive for the eurozone.” 
Karl-Heinz Streibich, the 
chief executive of Software 
AG, based in Darmstadt, 
Germany, said Germany 
had benefited from its di¬ 
verse pool of thousands 
of midsize manufacturers. 
“We are not totally depen¬ 
dent on the well-being of 
10 or 15 companies,” he 
said by telephone. 
Software AG has even 
been hiring people at its 
offices in Spain and Italy, 
albeit in small numbers, 
Streibich said. But the com¬ 
pany, which had revenue 
last year of about 1 billion 
euros, or $1.3 billion, is gain¬ 
ing sales in those countries 
at the expense of rivals - 
not because the overall 
market is growing, he said. 
□

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Mobile center helps Colombian homeless

— A mobile service cen¬ 
ter for Bogota's homeless 
is providing free showers, 
clean clothes and food 
to some of the estimated 
9,000 people who live in 
the streets of this city of 8 
million. 

The program launched by 
the mayor's office also of¬ 
fers free haircuts, shaves 


and even vaccinations 
from a large metal con¬ 
tainer on wheels outfitted 
with numerous shower stalls 
where homeless women 
and men can bathe sep¬ 
arately. Program partici¬ 
pants are provided with 
soap, shampoo and tow¬ 
els. Teresa Munoz Lopera, 
secretary for social integra¬ 
tion for the Bogota mayor's 


office, says the program 
began in July with services 
once every two weeks. 
Services are now offered 
weekly and officials hope 
to eventually provide them 
daily, she says. 

Once they are freshly 
bathed, participants are 
given clean, donated 
clothes, along with a 
meal.Q

St Lucia PM: US suspends assistance to police

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) 

— The United States has 
withdrawn all assistance to 
St. Lucia’s police force over 
concerns about allega¬ 
tions of unlawful killings, the 
leader of the small Carib¬ 
bean country announced. 
St. Lucia Prime Minister 
Kenny Anthony said the 
matter focuses on 12 peo¬ 
ple fatally shot by police 
in 2010 and 2011 while an¬ 
other administration was in 
power. Relatives of the vic¬ 
tims and other critics insist 
the men were murdered 
and police had a “hit list” 
of people deemed to be 
criminals. 

The killings occurred during 
a security initiative called 
“Operation Restore Confi¬ 
dence” as the tourism-de- 
pendent island grappled 
with a worrying rise in vio¬ 
lent crime. Five of the men 
were killed in a single po¬ 
lice operation in the south¬ 


ern town of Vieux Fort. 
Washington already had 
blocked St. Lucia officers 
from parficipating in U.S.-fi¬ 
nanced training programs 
and recently prevented 
the top commissioner from 
attending a law enforce¬ 
ment conference, Antho¬ 
ny said. 

On Wednesday, a State 
Department official, who 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity, said St. Lucia was 
informed about the deci¬ 
sion Aug. 16. 

In an address to the coun¬ 
try of some 162,000 people 
late Tuesday, Anthony said 
the action was based on 
a U.S. law that requires the 
State Department to stop 
assistance to a foreign se¬ 
curity force if there is credi¬ 
ble information that a gross 
violation of human rights 
has occurred. 

In its recent annual report 
on the island, the State De¬ 
partment complained of 
the slow pace of investiga¬ 


tions into the deadly police 
shootings. 

In St. Lucia and other for¬ 
mer British colonies, coro¬ 
ners investigate unex¬ 
plained deaths by hold¬ 
ing an inquest. Anthony 
said six inquests had been 
held into the 12 killings so 
far and coroners returned 
a judgment of “death by 
lawful act." 

The inquest into the five 
men killed in Vieux Fort 
continues. 

“Since the United States 
has decided to impose 
sanctions on members of 
the Royal St. Lucia Police 
Force, then it is reason¬ 
ably clear that it does not 
have confidence in the 
outcomes of the inquests,” 
Anthony said. 

He said his administration 
will work closely with the 
U.S. to resolve the issue, 
emphasizing that the island 
“values its close coopera¬ 
tion with the United States 
in security matters.”□ 



Erotic novel causes a fuss 
at Guantanamo war court

lawyer for a Guantanamo 
Bay prisoner charged in the 
Sept. 11 terror attack said 
this week that guards gave 
his client a contraband 
copy of the erotic novel 
“Fifty Shades of Grey” ap¬ 
parently as a joke or an at¬ 
tempt to discredit him. 

The allegation came 
weeks after a U.S. con¬ 
gressman returned from 
visiting the prison and said 
officials told him the book 
was a favorite among 
men in Camp Seven, the 
highest-security section of 
Guantanamo. It was a sur¬ 
prising comment since the 
military tightly restricts what 
prisoners can read and the 
novel isn’t in the main de¬ 
tainee library. 

Attorney James Connell 
said his client, prisoner Am- 
mar al-Baluchi, had never 
heard of the book until 
they discussed an article 
about the congressman’s 
assertion Monday. That 
night, guards in Camp 7 
appeared with a copy of 
if, he said. 

The lawyer said al-Baluchi 
turned the book over to 
him, unread. 

“He says, ‘No thank you.’ 
He does not want the 
book,” Connell said. “It’s 
in my safe and as soon as 
I am able I will return it to 
Joint Task Force Guanta¬ 
namo.” 

The book does not have 
the mail stamp required for 
any material sent to prison¬ 
ers from the outside, nor 
does it have a label from 
the detainee library, the 
lawyer said. 

He said guards presented 
the book to al-Baluchi, 
who has been attend¬ 
ing pretrial hearings this 
week in his death penalty 
war crimes case, as either 
a joke or “an attempt to 
plant something." Connell 
said he did not plan to file 
a formal complainf, but 
added: “If this is a practical 
joke it has gone too far.” 
Connell disclosed fhe dis¬ 
covery of the book dur¬ 
ing a break in a weeklong 
hearing on procedural 
motions for the five prison¬ 


ers facing charges fhaf in¬ 
clude ferrorism and murder 
for fheir alleged roles aid¬ 
ing and planning the at¬ 
tacks on the U.S. on Sept. 
11,2001. 

Al-Baluchi is a nephew of 
Khalid Sheikh Mohammed, 
the Guantanamo prisoner 
who has portrayed himself 
as the mastermind of the 
plot. 

In July, Rep. Jim Moran, a 
Democrat from Virginia, 
told The Huffington Post af¬ 
ter a visit to Guantanamo 
that he was told about the 
popularity of “Fifty Shades” 
during a tour that included 
senior prison officials. He 
said it confirmed that the 
terrorism suspects held in 
secretive Camp Seven are 
not deeply religious Mus¬ 
lims as they have been 
portrayed. 

At the time, the military re¬ 
fused fo comment, even 
though the revelation 
seemed to contradict pre¬ 
vious statements about al¬ 
lowed reading material. 
Defense lawyers were 
skeptical, saying they had 
never seen the book in 
the prison or heard it men¬ 
tioned. They said it would 
be out of characfer for 
fheir clients to read a book 
that has been banned in 
some public libraries in the 
United States because of 
the racy content. 

Attorney James Harrington, 
who represents Ramzi bin 
al Shibh, another defen¬ 
dant in the Sept. 11 case, 
said his client had also not 
read the book and ex¬ 
pressed suspicions about 
the motivation behind the 
original report. 

“I don’t know where it's 
coming from,” Harrington 
said. “It's something that 
clearly was planted with 
this congressman who 
comes back to Washing¬ 
ton and makes a big deal 
about it, all of which is de¬ 
signed to paint a picture of 
our clients and the other 
detainees here which is just 
not accurate.” 

A Defense Department 
spokesman. Army Lt. Col. 
Joseph Todd Breasseale, 
declined to comment on 
the attorney’s allegations 
that guards gave the book 
to the prisoner.Q

JERSEY CITY, New Jersey 
(AP) — Kevin Stadler teed 
off just after breakfast and 
finished right before dinner. 
It took him nearly 11 hours 
to complete a 7-under 64 
at Liberty National, his low¬ 
est score on the PGA Tour 
since the first week of Feb¬ 
ruary. And he still isn’t guar¬ 
anteed to be the first-round 
leader at The Barclays. 

The FedEx Cup playoffs got 
off fo a soggy sfarf Thurs¬ 
day wifh two rain delays 
that lasted six hours. 

It was a start-again, stop- 
again day on the banks of 
the Fludson River, but that 
didn't stop Stadler. Fie ran 
off three birdies early, then 
returned from the second 
delay and threw in four 
more birdies on a soft golf 
course. 

Asked if it was difficult to 
stay mentally prepared, 
Stadler replied, “I'm never 
really mentally prepared. 
Same as usual. It was all 
good." 

Tiger Woods, the No. 1 
player in the world and in 
this playoff series, came 
out of the first delay by 
missing a short birdie putt 
on the par-5 13th and then 
rolling in three straight bird¬ 
ies to get into the mix. Fie 
cooled slightly after the 
slightly longer second de¬ 
lay, and failed to make 
birdie on any of fhe par 5s 
in his round of 67. 

Woods didn’t mind the 
long day. Fie was more 
concerned about the next 
long day on the horizon. 
Only the top half of the 
draw finished the round. 
The later starters — Ben 
Crane played only two 


holes — were to resume 
the round Friday morning 
and then go straight to the 
second round. That left the 
top half facing extra holes 
on Saturday to get the 
tournament caught up. 
“We're done,” Woods said. 
“It was a long day, and to¬ 
morrow will be a short one. 
And then Saturday will be 
pretty much a marathon.” 
British Open champion 
Phil Mickelson and Mas¬ 
ters champion Adam Scott 
were among those who 
didn’t finish. PGA champi¬ 
on Jason Dufner had a 71, 
while U.S. Open champion 
Justin Rose recovered from 
a double bogey on the 
par-5 13th for a 68. 

Camilo Villegas, who start¬ 
ed the season with condi¬ 
tional status and is No. 110 
in the FedEx Cup standings, 
ran off four straight birdies 
around the turn and was 
the only player to reach 
8 under — for now — until 
back-to-back bogeys late 
in his round. Fie had a 65, 
along with Flenrik Stenson 
and Ryan Palmer. 

“Three breakfasts, three 
warm-ups, two lunches and 
a bunch of birdies, which is 
good,” Villegas said. 

Jason Day and Matt Kuchar 
shot 66. Day made two 
bogeys that kept a good 
round from getting away 
from him. His ball dropped 
over the rocks and into 
the water to the left of the 
fifth green, and he got up- 
and-down from there. On 
his closing hole, the par-4 
ninth, his drive went deep 
into the bushes and forced 
him to take a penalty drop. 
Fie got onto the green and 
made another bogey. 

The rain allowed for some 


low scoring at Liberty Na¬ 
tional, which hosted The 
Barclays in 2009 and pro¬ 
duced a winning score of 
9 under. The course also 
went through significant 
changes to soften some 
of the landing zones and 
green complexes. Plus, 
there is virtually no rough. 
Nothing allows for low scor¬ 
ing quite like soft condi¬ 
tions, however. Nearly half 
of those who finished their 
rounds shot in the 60s. 

That group might have in¬ 
cluded Rory Mcllroy, ex¬ 
cept for a few loose swings. 
Fie had three double bo¬ 
geys and still managed a 
71. Mcllroy blasted out of 
a bunker and over the 15th 
green. His approach found 
fhe water on No. 5. And 
his tee shot on the ninth

“I’ve had a pretty lousy 
summer, but really started 
hitting the ball a lot bet¬ 
ter a couple of weeks ago 
and was looking forward 
to playing some golf again 
here recently,” he said.

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Nibali, Rodriguez ride in Vuelta made for climbers

BARCELONA, Spain (AP) 

— Vincenzo Nibali will be 
seeking his second major 
title of the year when the 
mountain-heavy Spanish 
Vuelta begins on Saturday. 
Joaquim Rodriguez, the 
other favorite, is hoping to 
claim a first win at a grand 
tour to round off a long but 
incomplete career. 

The 68th edition of the 
race was designed to pun¬ 
ish sprinters and indulge 
climbing specialists with 13 
of its 21 stages held in the 
mountains. 

The grueling 3,319-kilome¬ 
ter (2,062-mile) race bro¬ 
ken by two rest days will 
begin with a team time 
trial in Rias Baixas on the 
northwestern coast of Gali¬ 
cia and ends with a tradi¬ 
tional arrival in Madrid on 
Sept. 15. 

Tour de France winner 
Christopher Froome, who 
was runner-up in the Vuelta 
in 2011, reigning champion 
Alberto Contador, and 
Tour runner-up Nairo Quin¬ 
tana are all sitting out the 
third and final major stage 
race of the year. 

That leaves Nibali, who won 
the Giro d’ltalia in May and 
the Vuelta in 2010, along 
with Rodriguez as the lead¬ 
ing candidates to win the 
three-week test that will 
take riders throughout the 
Iberian peninsula after the 
2012 event was limited to 
northern Spain. 

While Movistar's Alejandro 
Valverde will also likely be 
in the hunt having won the 
Vuelta in 2009, Rodriguez 
enters in good form after 
finishing this year’s Tour on 
the podium in third place. 
The 34-year-old Catalan 
has yet to claim a grand 
tour despite finishing the 
2012 season as the top- 
ranked cyclist. He also was 
runner-up in the 2012 Giro 
and third in the Vuelta last 
year and in 2010. 

“I know it’s tough to win 
a grand tour, although I 
have shown that it’s within 
my reach,” Rodriguez told 
Spanish sports daily AS. 
“Winning one before I re¬ 
tire would be the high point 
of my career. If's the dif¬ 
ference between having 
a good career, like mine.

Rodriguez said that com¬ 
ing close to winning a ma¬ 
jor race before has both 
hurt and helped him. 

“You never forget it,” said 
the Katusha team rider 
who excels at climbing. 
“These things take their toll, 
but they also make you a 
more mature rider when 
facing adversity. I could 
now be showing off two 
major trophies and shoot¬ 
ing for a third. But the truth 
is I am still searching for my 
first.” 

Following the race’s start 
in the mild weather of the 
northwest, riders will have 
to fend off the extreme Au¬ 
gust heat of southern An¬ 
dalusia before returning to 
the northern mountains. 
The race’s single individual 
time trial comes in the 11th 
stage. 

Three days later riders 
leave Spain through the 
Andorran Pyrenees before 
entering France for a 15th 
stage that ends in the Pey- 
ragudes summit. 

Three mountain stages cul¬ 
minate with a summit fin¬ 
ish in the Alto de L'Angliru 
peak on the penultimate 
day. 

“The Vuelta is a very diffi¬ 
cult race this year,” said Ni¬ 
bali, who will be supported 
by his Astana team. “There 
are some really important 
stages, like I'Angliru, that 
will be decisive for fhe final 


classification, and a lot of 
riders up for the challenge. 


“One attack by Conta¬ 
dor changed the results of 


the entire Vuelta last year. 
Stages like that are a little 
bit extraordinary, but they 
are extraordinarily difficult 
as well. 

They happen when ev¬ 
erybody is looking for an 
advantage, and when 
a team is strong enough 
to go to the front and do 
something exceptional. 
I think we have a really 
strong team, and I think we 
are going to race extreme¬ 
ly well at the Vuelta.” 

With Froome and Bradley 
Wiggins out, Sky Team’s 
leading rider is 25-year-old 
Colombian Sergio Henao. 
Other riders to watch in¬ 
clude veteran Ivan Basso 
and Samuel Sanchez, 
whose Basque Euskaltel- 
Euskadi team will be ea¬ 
ger to have a good show¬ 
ing after announcing last 
week that it will shut down 
at the end of this year due 
to a lack of funds. □

Ryan Braun finally 
admits drug use in 2011

A month after acknowl¬ 
edging he made “mis¬ 
takes,” Ryan Braun admit¬ 
ted taking performance¬ 
enhancing drugs during 
his National League Most 
Valuable Player season of 
2011. The suspended Mil¬ 
waukee slugger said in a 
statement released Thurs¬ 
day by the Brewers that he 
took a cream and a loz¬ 
enge containing banned 
substances while rehabili¬ 
tating an injury. 

“It was a huge mistake 
for which I am deeply 
ashamed and I com¬ 
pounded the situation by 
not admitting my mistakes 
immediately," Braun said. 
Braun tested positive for el¬ 
evated testosterone in Oc¬ 
tober 2011, but his 50-game 
suspension was overturned 
when an arbitrator ruled 


that the urine sample was 
mishandled. 

Braun apologized to the 
collector of the urine sam¬ 
ple, his teammates and 
Commissioner Bud Selig. 

“I have no one to blame 
but myself. I know that 
over the last year and a 
half I made some serious 
mistakes, both in the infor¬ 
mation I failed to share dur¬ 
ing my arbitration hearing 
and the comments I made 
to the press afterwards,” 
Braun said. “I have disap¬ 
pointed the people clos¬ 
est to me — the ones who 
fought for me because 
they truly believed me all 
along. I kept the truth from 
everyone. For a long time, 
I was in denial and con¬ 
vinced myself that I had 
not done anything wrong.” 
Last month he accepted

Murray could face Djokovic in U.S. Open semifinals

NEW YORK (AP) — De¬ 
fending champion Andy 
Murray could face fop- 
seeded Novak Djokovic in 
the semifinals at the U.S. 
Open, while Rafael Nadal 
and Roger Federer — who 
have never played each 
other at Flushing Meadows 
— might meet in the quar¬ 
terfinals. 

Murray earned his first 
Grand Slam championship 
by beating Djokovic in the 
2012 U.S. Open final, then 
added a second by beat¬ 
ing him in the Wimbledon 
title match last month. But 
there can’t be a rematch 
in New York in the final, 
thanks to Thursday’s draw. 
“Coming to the U.S. Open 
last year, I’d never won a 
Grand Slam. I didn’t know 
if I was ever going to win 
one," Murray said at the 
draw ceremony. 

“A lot of people would 
say ... ‘He's good enough 
to win a Grand Slam. He’s 
going to win one.' But the 
more finals you lose in, the 
more you start to doubt 
yourself and think, ‘Is it ever 
going to happen?’ Getting 
that weight off my shoul¬ 
ders last year was huge.” 


Play at the year’s last 
Grand Slam tournament 
begins Monday. 

In addition to No. 2 Nadal 
against No. 7 Federer, a 17- 
time major champion who 
has his lowest seeding at 
the U.S. Open since 2002, 
the other possible men's 
quarterfinals are 2011 
champion Djokovic vs. 
2009 champion Juan Mar¬ 


tin del Potro, No. 3 Murray 
vs. No. 5 Tomas Berdych, 
and No. 4 David Ferrer vs. 
No. 8 Richard Gasquet. 
Federer, who has won five 
U.S. Open titles, and Nadal 
also were set up for a pos¬ 
sible quarterfinal at Wim¬ 
bledon this year, but that 
never materialized: Nadal 
lost in the first round, and 
Federer in the second. 


The potential women’s 
quarterfinals at the U.S. 
Open are No. 1 Serena 
Williams against No. 8 An- 
gelique Kerber, No. 2 Vic¬ 
toria Azarenka against No. 
7 Petra Kvitova, No. 3 Ag¬ 
nieszka Radwanska against 
No. 5 Li Na, and No. 4 Sara 
Errani against No. 6 Caro¬ 
line Wozniacki. 

The woman who originally 


was seeded third in the 
tournament, 2006 cham¬ 
pion Maria Sharapova, 
withdrew Wednesday be¬ 
cause of a right shoulder 
injury. 

Williams’ 16 Grand Slam ti¬ 
tles include four at the U.S. 
Open, including last year. 
Her first-round opponent 
will be 2010 French Open 
champion Francesca 
Schiavone. Williams could 
play 15th-seeded Sloane 
Stephens of the United 
States in the fourth round; 
Stephens won their Austra¬ 
lian Open quarterfinal in 
January. Williams has won 
77 of her past 81 matches, 
and was asked Thursday 
whether she is playing bet¬ 
ter than she ever has. 

“I hope not,” Williams an¬ 
swered. “I always like to 
hope I can do better, so 
we'll see.” 

Her older sister, 2000-01 U.S. 
Open champion Venus, is 
unseeded and was drawn 
to play No. 12 Kirsten Flip- 
kens, a Wimbledon semifi¬ 
nalist last month, in the first 
round.Djokovic and 2010 
U.S. Open champion Nad¬ 
al, who recently overtook 
Murray at No. 2 in the rank¬ 
ings, could meet only in the 
final. □

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Google’s startup brings sightseeing app to Glass

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Google Glass, a specta- 
cle-like computing device 
drawing lots of attention, 
can serve as an auto¬ 
mated tour guide with the 
help of a new application 
from a little-known startup 
hatched within the Inter¬ 
net’s most powerful com¬ 
pany. 

The app, called “Field Trip," 
is being released Wednes¬ 
day by Google-owned Ni- 
antic Labs for the 10,000 
people currently testing an 
early model of Glass known 
as the Explorer edition. It 
becomes just the ninth app 
to be approved by Google 
Inc. for use on Glass during 
an experimental phase. 
The device’s mass market 
release is expected early 
next year. 

Other Glass apps, or “Glass¬ 
ware,” are from The New 
York Times, Facebook, Twit¬ 
ter, Path, Evernote, CNN, 
Tumblr and Elle magazine. 
Google is working with de¬ 
velopers to add even more 
apps to the line-up. 

Once given permission. 
Field Trip tracks a user's 
whereabouts so it can au¬ 
tomatically deliver alerts 
and informational snap¬ 
shots about nearby histori¬ 
cal landmarks, tourist at¬ 
tractions, restaurants and 
other local merchants in 
neighborhoods all over the 
world. The descriptions of 
locations flagged by Field 
Trip are pulled from more 
than 130 online sources. 

A version of Field Trip built 
for smartphones already 
has won a following. Field 
Trip apps for the iPhone and 
Android-powered phones 
have been installed on 
more than 500,000 devices 
since their release nearly a 
year ago. 

Field Trip creator Niantic 


Labs is a Google division 
set up to operate as an 
independent startup. It is 
staffed by a few dozen 
people within a sprawling 
company that generates 
more than $50 billion in an¬ 
nual revenue. 

Google CEO Larry Page 
approved the unorthodox 
arrangement as a way to 
retain John Hanke, who 
had been overseeing the 
team responsible for the 
company’s widely used 
mapping products. 

Much of the mapping 
technology came from 
Google’s 2004 acquisition 
of Keyhole, a startup run 
by Hanke. As Google grew 
larger, Hanke became ea¬ 
ger to return to his entre¬ 
preneurial roots and was 
planning to strike out on 
his own again in late 2010 
until Page convinced him 
that he should build his next 
project within Google. 
Having already made it 
easier for people to get 
to where they want to go 
with Google Maps, Hanke 
was interested in coming 
up with ways to educate 
people about their desti¬ 
nations. 

“I had this anxiety know¬ 
ing that there was a lot of 
useful information on the 
Web about local sights 
that wasn’t showing up on 
maps,” Hanke, 46, said. 

The quest to dig up more 
pearls of knowledge in¬ 
spired Hanke to christen his 
startup Niantic, which re¬ 
fers to a whaling vessel that 
came to San Francisco dur¬ 
ing the Gold Rush of 1849, 
only to be abandoned. The 
ship was briefly convert¬ 
ed into a hotel that later 
burned down. The remains 
of the original ship were 
later found buried near a 
current San Francisco land¬ 
mark, the Transamerica 
Pyramid.

The Niantic name is meant 
to serve as a reminder that 
“there is lot of cool stuff 
beneath the surface of 
things,” Hanke said. 

The former location of the 
old Niantic ship and hotel 
isn’t hidden because it's 
designated as California 
Historical Landmark. Ironi¬ 
cally, the Field Trip app for 
the iPhone didn’t call out 
this historic distinction even 
as a reporter stood in front 
of a plaque placed on the 
side of a building where the 
Niantic once stood. 

Besides Field Trip, Niantic 
has built a video game 
called Ingress that requires 
players to visit buildings of 
historical significance and 
other real-world locations 
to acquire the weapons 
needed to score points 


and accumulate power. 
The game so far can only 
be played on personal 
computers and mobile de¬ 
vices. Hanke declined to 
say whether Niantic is trying 
to build an Ingress app for 
Glass, too. 

Field Trip appears to be ide¬ 
ally suited for Glass, which 
is worn like a pair of spec¬ 
tacles so users don’t have 
to tie up their hands fiddling 
with a smartphone or tab¬ 
let. Glass contains a hidden 
computer, a thumbnail-size 
transparent display screen 
above the right eye and 
a camera for shooting 
hands-free photos and vid¬ 
eos with voice commands. 
The Field Trip app is de¬ 
signed to alert Glass users 
when they are passing a 
building with a colorful his¬ 


tory or a local landmark, 
along with tips on places to 
eat and shop. When some¬ 
thing interesting pops up, a 
Glass user can choose to 
have Field Trip narrate the 
information through the 
device's bone conduction 
speaker. 

Although Field Trip works 
in any situation, Hanke be¬ 
lieves it will be particularly 
useful for people traveling 
to a new area or just look¬ 
ing to do some local sight¬ 
seeing. When he recently 
visited Rome with his fam¬ 
ily, Hanke said the Field Trip 
app “was almost blowing 
up in my pocket because 
there was so much interest¬ 
ing stuff around me. And

Report: Eli Lilly 
paid kickbacks to 
Chinese doctors

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Eli 

Lilly and Co. has spent mil¬ 
lions of dollars on kickbacks 
to doctors in China for new 
patients who started us¬ 
ing the drugmaker's insu¬ 
lin products, according to 
a report from a Chinese 
newspaper. 

The 21st Century Business 
Herald reported that the In¬ 
dianapolis company spent 
at least 30 million yuan, or 
about $4.9 million, in direct 
kickbacks to doctors. The 
paper cites a former Lilly 
executive it identified using 
the pseudonym Wang Wei. 
A Lilly spokeswoman said 
in an email the company 
is “deeply concerned” 
about the allegations, and 
it is still investigating very 
similar accusations from a 
former sales manager that 
it learned about last year. 
The company said it inter¬ 
viewed employees, au¬ 
dited expense reports and 
checked emails as part of 
an “exhaustive investiga¬ 
tion” for any sign of kick- 
backs. Lilly said it has not 
been able to verify the al¬ 
legations. 

The newspaper reported 
that doctors received pay¬ 
ments from Lilly represen¬ 
tatives as high as $130 in 
some cases for each new 
patient. The doctors were 
asked to fill out cards on 
each patient after they 
prescribed the medica¬ 
tion. Lilly representatives 
then collected the cards 
and paid the doctors, the 
paper said. 

The paper also reported 
that Lilly representatives 
were evaluated on the 
number of returned cards. 
Those with the highest to¬ 
tals received rewards. 
Reps who failed to meet 
set totals were eliminated 
from the team. 

The paper said documents 
it obtained provided by 
the source showed that 
Lilly made the payments 
in 2011 and planned to 
do so last year as well. 
Over time, diabetics are 
at higher risk for heart at¬ 
tacks, kidney problems, 
blindness and other serious 
complications.Q

The index from the business 
research group is com¬ 
prised of several previously 
released data points and 
can signal economic con¬ 
ditions over the next three 
to six months. 

The solid gain suggests 
economic growth is pick¬ 
ing up after a weak start. 
The economy grew at an 
annual rate of 1.4 per¬ 
cent from January through 
June. 

Many economists expect 
growth could improve to a 
2.5 percent rate in the sec¬ 
ond half of 2013. 

The pace of growth mea¬ 
sured by the index over the 
last six months has nearly 
doubled, “pointing to a 
gradually strengthening 
expansion through the end 
of the year," said Confer¬ 
ence Board economist At¬ 
aman Ozyildirim. 

Eight of the 10 components 
of the index were positive 
in July. Higher stock prices, 
more requests for build¬ 
ing permits and a decline 
in weekly applications for 
unemployment benefits 
made the biggest contri¬ 
butions. 

The only measures to show 
decreases: average man¬ 
ufacturing workweek and 
orders for manufactured 
goods that signal business 
investment plans. 

A separate report Thurs¬ 
day showed the number 
of Americans applying for 
jobless benefits rose last 
week after reaching the 
lowest level in 5 14 years. 
But the broader trend sug¬ 
gests companies are lay¬ 
ing off fewer employees 
and could step up hiring in 
the months ahead. □

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50 years after King, marchers gather in DC

WASHINGTON (AP) — Next 
week, the first black U.S. 
president, a living symbol 
of the racial progress civil 
rights leader Martin Luther 
King Jr. dreamed about, 
will stand near the spot 
where King stood 50 years 
ago and say where he be¬ 
lieves the nation should be 
headed. 

Then, like King, President 
Barack Obama will step 
away from the hulking Lin¬ 
coln Memorial, and return 
to where this nation is now. 
As civil rights activists 
pause to consider the 
great strides toward equal¬ 
ity that the 1963 March 
on Washington helped to 
spur, they also look at the 
current political and racial 
landscape, and wonder: 
How much of that progress 
is now being undone? 

This march anniversary 
comes just two months 
after the Supreme Court 
effectively erased a key 
anti-discrimination provi¬ 
sion of the Voting Rights 
Act, unleashing a string of 
restrictive voting laws and 
rules in several states. The 
court also raised the bar 
for consideration of race in 
university admissions, and 
made it more difficult to 
bring employment discrimi¬ 
nation lawsuits. 

There are other new issues, 
such as demands for a fed¬ 
eral civil rights prosecution 
of George Zimmerman for 
fatally shooting unarmed 
black teen Trayvon Martin, 
and abiding ones, such as 
persistent unemployment 
among black Americans 
that runs at a significantly 
higher rate than that for 
whites. “A convergence 
of things have happened 
that have exposed ... the 
fact that we are in a pretty 
important moment, kind of 
a democratic crossroads 
in this country,” said Sher- 


rilyn Ifill, president of the 
NAACP Legal Defense 
Fund. “Crossroads or not, 
you have to continue the 
work of pushing forward.” 
NAACP stands for the Na¬ 


tional Association for the 
Advancement of Colored 
People, a name the group 
dropped in favor of keep¬ 
ing the initials.

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Scientists explore deepest trough in Caribbean Sea

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — The man whose re¬ 
search team discovered 
the wreckage of the Titanic 
has now turned his atten¬ 
tion to the deepest trough 
of the Caribbean Sea. 

Dr. Robert Ballard was 
aboard a 211-foot (64-me- 
ter) research vessel with 
dozens of other scientists to 
probe the Cayman Trough 
this week and collect sam¬ 
ples of organisms they say 
might reveal how life might 
exist on other planets. 

On Thursday, the team 
was using remotely oper¬ 
ated vehicles that have 
so far captured a dumbo 
octopus, named for its two 
ear-like fins; a sea cucum¬ 
ber with an unidentified 
appendage; and various 
invertebrates living around 
hydrothermal vents that 
can reach temperatures of 
more than 400 Celsius (752 
Fahrenheit). 

Scientists have collected 
nearly 100 chemosynthetic

shrimp, which can convert 
carbon molecules into or¬ 
ganic matter by using in¬ 
organic molecules rather 
than sunlight for energy, 
and two worms living near 
the vents, Katy Croft Bell, 
chief scientist of the Nau¬ 
tilus Exploration Program, 
said in a phone interview 
from the ship. 

The team also explored an

underwater mountain that 
had never been dived be¬ 
fore and discovered areas 
of underwater landslides, 
she said. 

“That’s the whole mission 
of the Nautilus, to get out, 
create maps of the sea 
floor and look to see where 
there are interesting geo¬ 
logical features, which typ¬ 
ically lead to biological life 
as well,” Croft Bell said. 

She said the scientists 
planned to launch the first 


in the Cayman Trough.

exploration of a ridge lo¬ 
cated near two tectonic 
plates inside the trough 
that are moving apart and 
forming new earth. 

Previous expeditions to the 
region led to the discovery 
in 2010 by British research¬ 
ers of the world’s deepest 
known hydrothermal vents, 
as well as several new spe¬ 
cies. 

The current exploration of 
the Cayman Trough, which 
plunges to a depth of more 
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than 25,000 feet (7,600 me¬ 
ters), ends next week. The 
Nautilus will then return to 
port in September to avoid 
potential hurricanes before 
heading to the U.S. territory 
of Puerto Rico in October. 
There scientists hope to 
explore earthquake-trig¬ 
gered underwater land¬ 
slides along the island's 
north coast to determine 
their frequency and mag¬ 
nitude as well as whether 
such slides are capable of 
unleashing a tsunami. 

They plan to visit the islands 
of Montserrat and Gre¬ 
nada to look at underwa¬ 
ter landslides as well. Re¬ 
searchers also will analyze 
an active underwater vol¬ 
cano just north of Grena¬ 
da named Kick ’em Jenny 
that hasn’t been explored 
in the past 10 years, Croft 
Bell said. 

Small earthquakes occur 
frequently in the region, 
although the last tsunami 
occurred in October 1918 
following an earthquake 
that struck off Puerto Rico's 
northwest coast and killed 
116 people, including 40 
from a tsunami. □

CHICAGO (AP) — Five 
U.S. institutions will share 
parts of a rare meteorite 
that exploded in a fireball 
over California last year, 
The Field Museum said 
Wednesday. 

The meteor dates to the 
early formation of the solar 
system 4 to 5 billion years 
ago. It was probably about 
the size of a minivan when 
it entered the Earth’s at¬ 
mosphere on April 22, 2012 
with a loud boom. It was 
seen from Sacramento, 
California, to Las Vegas 
and parts of northern Ne¬ 
vada. 

Field Museum curator 
Philipp Fleck said the insti¬ 


tution will preserve the me¬ 
teorite for “future genera¬ 
tions of scientists who will 
be armed with analytical 
tools which we can only 
dream of today.” 

The Smithsonian cut the 
205 gram meteorite into 
five sections that will go to 
five institutions: The Field 
Museum in Chicago; the 
Smithsonian's National Mu¬ 
seum of Natural History in 
Washington; the American 
Museum of Natural History 
in New York; Arizona State 
University in Tempe, Ari¬ 
zona; and the University of 
California-Davis. 

Scientists plan to use the 
pieces for research.^

In the late 1970s and early 1980s, 
the dominant computing de¬ 
vice used in corporate America 
was a word processor made by 
Wang Laboratories. The compa¬ 
ny’s founder and chief execu¬ 
tive was An Wang, a brilliant Chi¬ 
nese immigrant who was widely 
hailed as a visionary entrepre¬ 
neur and philanthropist. 

At Wang’s peak, some 80 per¬ 
cent of the top 2,000 corpora¬ 
tions used the company’s word 
processors, according to Bloom¬ 
berg Businessweek. The com¬ 
pany’s rise was so heady that 
Wang used to keep a chart in his 
desk that showed when he ex¬ 
pected to overtake the mighty 
IBM - sometime in the mid-1990s. 
But then IBM created its first 
personal computer, and that 
was the beginningof the end 
for Wang. He and his company 
stubbornly clung to the no¬ 
tion that the main thing people 
wanted from their computers 
was word processing; even af¬ 
ter the company realized its er¬ 
ror - by which time Wang had 
foolishly installed his son as chief 
executive - it always seemed 
to be a step behind. By 1992, 
Wang Laboratories was bank¬ 
rupt, done in by competitors that 
understood that people wanted 
their computers to be more than 
glorified typewriters. 

Twenty-five years after Wang 
Laboratories dominated with 
its word processor, a Canadian 
company then called Research 
in Motion was the dominant 
player in its corner of technol¬ 
ogy: the cellphone and wireless 
email market. The company, of 
course, made the BlackBerry. It is 
a remarkably similar story. 

In its heyday, the BlackBerry 
was so popular that it was nick¬ 
named the CrackBerry. Chief 
technology officers loved its 
emphasis on security. Corporate 
employees loved its compact 
keyboard, which they mastered 
with their thumbs. As recently as 
2009, the BlackBerry had about 
22 percent of the smartphone 
market. 

Today, of course, the company 
- which recently changed its 
name to BlackBerry - is in a heap 
of trouble. In the last quarter, it 
announced a net loss of $84 mil¬ 
lion, the latest in a string of bad 
financial news. In the latest quar¬ 
ter, its share of the global smart¬ 
phone market has slid to 2.7 
percent. Its board announced 
last week that it was “exploring 
strategic options,” which usually 
means it is putting itself on the 


block. Just like Wang Labora¬ 
tories - and thousands of other 
once-dominant companies that 
stubbornly clung to what they 
thought they were instead of 
what they needed to be - the 
maker of the BlackBerry has be¬ 
come an object lesson in the va¬ 
garies of capitalism. 

It is not exactly news that it 
was the introduction of Apple’s 
iPhone in 2007 - followed by 
smartphone competitors that 
used Google’s Android oper¬ 
ating system - that turned the 
BlackBerry from a dominant to 
a marginal device. But it’s a little 
more complicated than that. 

To start with, BlackBerry’s co¬ 
chief executives, Mike Lazaridis 
and James Balsillie, simply didn’t 
take the iPhone seriously at first - 
just as An Wang didn’t take the 
personal computer seriously. Af¬ 
ter all, the iPhone had a touch 
screen that made it more diffi¬ 
cult to write the kind of long, se¬ 
rious, work-related emails Black¬ 
Berry users took for granted. The 
iPhone was a toy, they thought, 
and assumed that corporations 
would never let their employees 
use them on the job. 

More than that, though, “Black¬ 
Berry had a huge installed base, 
and they were afraid to walk 
away from it,” said Carolina Mil¬ 
anese a research vice president 
with the Gartner Group. This is 
a problem that often plagues 
dominant companies. They are 
so concerned with playing de¬ 
fense - protecting what they 
have built - that they stand par¬ 
alyzed as new competitors arise 
with business models they can’t, 
or won’t, replicate. 

As it turns out, it was true that the 
iPhone made emailing a more 
cumbersome experience. But it 
did everything else so much bet¬ 
ter that it didn’t matter. People 
were willing to give up some of 
the ease of email use for ev¬ 
erything else iPhones provided. 
BlackBerry had long thought of 
itself as a company that provid¬ 
ed mobile phone and wireless 
email service. But Apple gave 
consumers a sense that they 
could have something more. 
In time, the iPhone became a 
more secure device, and tech¬ 
nology officers succumbed to 
employee desires that they sup¬ 
port it. The toy had become a 
tool. 

In recent years, BlackBerry has 
introduced phones with touch 
screens. It set aside $150 million 
to lure developers to write apps 
for its phones. Its latest phone 
has gotten some good reviews. 
But the company has been 
consistently one step behind its 
competitors. Although Black¬ 
Berry could conceivably stage a 
comeback, it is still not a good 
place to be. 

Was BlackBerry’s fall from grace 
inevitable? When you look at the 
history of dominant companies - 
starting with General Motors - it 
is easy enough to conclude yes. 
There are companies that oc¬ 
casionally manage to reinvent 
themselves. They are nimble and 
ruthless, willing to disrupt their 
own business model because 
they can sense a threat on the 
horizon. But they’re the excep¬ 
tion. Wang Laboratories is the 
rule. And so is BlackBerry.Q

You’d be hard pressed to find 
a political consultant who 
couldn’t perform a convincing 
swoon for the candidate he or 
she is promoting. But when Josh 
Isay talks about Christine Quinn 
and the chance of her becom¬ 
ing the next mayor of New York, 
you see something else, some¬ 
thing more. His eyes actually 
mist. 

It’s a particular thought that 
gets to him: Quinn and her 
wife - two women - moving 
into Gracie Mansion together. 
It’s the symbolism of that, and 
what it would have meant to 
a man he loved deeply, a man 
whose painful, remarkable jour¬ 
ney through life still makes him 
ache. Josh’s father, Richard 
Isay, was gay. 

Josh wavered when I ap¬ 
proached him for an interview 
about that. The Quinn cam¬ 
paign for the most part hasn’t 
blared or bragged that she 
would be New York’s first open¬ 
ly gay mayor and its first female 
one: neither a reason to vote for 
her. 

But as the race tightens and the 
Democratic primary nears, the 
campaign seems to be letting a 
little more emotion into the mix. 
Over recent days, Quinn’s wife. 


Kim M. Catullo, did a series of in¬ 
terviews with journalists. 

And Josh can’t pretend that 
the precedent of Quinn’s pos¬ 
sible election isn’t always in his 
head. 

“Her winning would be such an 
incredible way to honor my fa¬ 
ther’s memory,” he said when 
we sat down last week. 
Although he’s worked hard in 
the past for Chuck Schumer, 
Michael Bloomberg and other 
politicians, it wasn’t quite the 
same. 

“He never cared about any¬ 
thing the way he cares about 
this,” Dave Isay, his older broth¬ 
er, told me. “It’s visceral. It’s per¬ 
sonal.” 

Richard Isay died last year at 
age 77. He was a renowned 
New York psychiatrist and psy¬ 
choanalyst, hugely influential in 
getting his peers to see homo¬ 
sexuality as normal. 

But that public fight echoed a 
private one, over his own iden¬ 
tity. It took several tortured de¬ 
cades for him to accept his own 
sexual orientation. 

He tried to change it with ther¬ 
apy. He tried to bury it within 
his marriage to Josh’s mother, 
Jane. This was in the 1950s, ‘60s 
and ‘70s, an era of secrets and 
lies for most men like him. 

In 1980, after meeting the man 
who would be his romantic part¬ 
ner to the end, he finally told his 
wife who he really was. Dave 
was then 14 and Josh 10, and 
partly for their sake, the couple 
stayed together, in a fashion. 
Josh remembers that his father 
was always away two nights a 
week, supposedly for work. He 
didn’t learn the true reason un¬ 
til he was 17, and initially kept it 
to himself. “I was embarrassed,” 
he told me, “and I felt guilty 
about being embarrassed. I still 
do.” 

His parents ended their mar¬ 
riage shortly after that, and 
Josh learned more about his 
father’s self-deception and sor¬ 
row, which his father went on to 
describe publicly, becoming a 
prominent gay-rights advocate, 
appearing on “Oprah” and 


writing a 1996 book, “Becoming 
Gay.” 

In it Richard Isay recounts his 
anxiety-laden attempts to sum¬ 
mon sexual desire for a woman 
and how “lonely, depressed, 
and, at times, desperate” he 
was. He even tells of a 1974 en¬ 
counter at a highway rest stop 
with an undercover cop who 
arrested but then took pity on 
him, a Yale instructor and family 
man, and agreed not to press 
charges. 

Every parent’s stamp on a child 
is big and lasting. Richard Isay’s 
on Josh has specific contours. It 
has made him more conscious 
of, and angry about, bigotry 
and repression, whose wages 
were paid by his mother as well 
as his father. 

“I wish both of them could have 
lived the most full lives possible,” 
Josh, 43, said. 

He worked on the campaign for 
same-sex marriage in New York. 
And less than a month after it 
became legal in 2011, Richard 
Isay was wedded to Gordon 
Harrell, the man he’d fallen in 
love with three decades ear¬ 
lier. The ceremony was in Josh’s 
apartment. The elder of Josh’s 
two children, Benji, then 7, was 
the best man. 

Josh likes to imagine a society 
in which most kids had Benji’s 
exposure and perspective. He 
likes to think that the example 
of two women in Gracie Man¬ 
sion would hasten its dawn. 

He told me a story. He recently 
asked Benji, now 9, about his 
day, and Benji mentioned a 
colorfully attired man on the 
subway who was “dressed 
gay,” in Benji’s words. 

Josh admonished him for his 
language, at which point Benji 
started bawling. He explained 
to his father that he hadn’t 
meant to be mean; he’d heard 
gay men at times talk that way 
about one another. 

“There was zero understanding 
that calling someone gay was 
an insult,” Josh said. He couldn’t 
have sounded prouder if he’d 
been telling me that Benji had 
won the school spelling bee.Q 
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There's a magnificent cen¬ 
tury-old fig tree on the farm 
my friend Bob Cannard 
has near Sonoma, Calif. It 
keeps giving fruit year after 
year. It’s a mammoth of a 
tree, with thick, gnarled, 
low branches that span 
outward, then twist to form 
a natural gazebo 20 feet in 
diameter. You don’t climb 
up the tree so much as 
step into it to find a place 
to perch. 

It is possible to take ref¬ 
uge there year round, of 
course, but summer is the 
ideal time for it. Fat, ripe, 
juicy figs are always within 
arm’s length. 

Alas, most of us don't have 
a fig tree in the yard. This 
means you must either be¬ 
friend someone who does, 
or do the best you can with 
store-bought figs. My ad¬ 
vice is to buy more than 
you need. 

A cook who possesses 
good figs can go sweet or 
savory. I like to bake them 
in an almond batter for a 
rustic cake to have with 
coffee or tea. Easier still are 
sugar-dusted baked figs, 
paired with creme fraTche 
or vanilla ice cream. 


Warm figs and goat cheese 
make a great first course, 
with a little sliced prosciutto 
or not. Or try a simple aru- 
gula and fig salad, with 
mashed figs and shallots in 
the dressing. 

With figs, ripeness is every¬ 
thing. A ripe fig (the object 
of your desire) is soft, yield¬ 
ing, beginning to crack, 
nearly wrinkled. When you 
cut into it, the flesh is bright 
and juicy and the taste is 
ethereal. 

Because most figs come to 
market underripe, the per¬ 
centage of truly ripe ones 
in your purchase may be 
small. Here’s what to do: 
Line a tray with a kitchen 
towel and lay out the less- 
than-ripe specimens, mak¬ 
ing sure they don’t touch. 
Leave the tray at room 
temperature and pray. 
With luck, your figs will soft¬ 
en in a day or two. (Hard 
figs may never ripen, and 
you will probably lose some 
figs to mold.) 

This is what fig lovers do 
when they are far from 
the source, although some 
plant trees in giant pots 
and bring them inside for 
the winter. I've done that, 
too, but my real fantasy 
is to have a giant fig tree 


like Bob's, right outside the 
kitchen door. 

BAKED FIGS AND GOAT 
CHEESE 

Time: 25 minutes 
Yield: 6 servings 
1 8-ounce goat cheese log 
4 fresh fig leaves, optional 
10 ripe figs, stems on, 
halved lengthwise 
Salt and pepper 
1 teaspoon chopped fresh 
thyme or rosemary 
3 tablespoons olive oil 


1. Heat oven to 400 de¬ 
grees. Cut goat cheese 
into 6 thick slices. Line 
an 8-by-l 2-inch earthen¬ 
ware baking dish with fig 


leaves (if using). Arrange 
goat cheese in center of 
dish and surround with fig 
halves. Season lightly with 
salt and pepper, then 
sprinkle with thyme. Drizzle 
with olive oil. 

2. Bake uncovered for 15 
minutes, until both cheese 
and figs are softened. Run 
under broiler for 1 minute 
to brown. Let cool slightly 
before serving. 

FIG AND ALMOND CAKE 


Time: 1 hour 
Yield: 9-inch cake 
4 tablespoons butter, melt¬ 
ed, plus butter for greasing 
pan 


1 cup natural raw almonds 
(not blanched) 

1 /4 cup sugar, plus 2 table¬ 
spoons for sprinkling 

1/4 cup all-purpose flour 
1/2 teaspoon baking pow¬ 
der 

1/8 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/8 teaspoon salt 
3 eggs, beaten 

2 tablespoons honey 

1/2 teaspoon almond ex¬ 
tract 

12 to 14 ripe figs 

1. Heat oven to 375 de¬ 
grees. Butter a 9-inch flut¬ 
ed tart pan or pie pan; set 
aside. Put almonds and 
1/4 cup sugar in a food 
processor and grind to a 
coarse powder. Add flour, 
baking powder, cinnamon 
and salt: pulse to combine. 

2. In a mixing bowl, whisk 
together eggs, melted but¬ 
ter, honey and almond ex¬ 
tract. Add almond mixture 
and beat for a minute until 
batter is just mixed. Pour 
batter into pan. 

3. Remove stem from each 
fig and cut in half. Arrange 
fig halves cut-side up over 
the batter. Sprinkle figs with 
sugar and bake for 30 min¬ 
utes, until golden outside 
and dry at center when 
probed with a cake tester. 
Cool before serving.Q
